could have predicted the future for Doctor 

Who. This issue of Doctor Who Classic 
Comics features a vintage William Hartnell 
adventure — The Therovian Quest. The children 
who read the strip on its original publication in 
TV Comic could have watched The Romans if 
they were lucky enough to have a television. 
They could have scoured the Radio Times for 
Doctor Who articles or pictures if they were 
lucky enough to have one in the house. The 
chances are they couldn’t have forseen that the 
same show and the same comic strip would still 
be enjoyed by an even broader audience in 
1993. 


The comic strip journey, which began with 
John and Gillian, has entered a new phase with 
the breathtaking Evening’s Empire. The 
Autumn Holiday Special of Doctor Who Classic 
Comics takes the Doctor and Ace on a terrifying 
journey where they tackle one of the most 
imaginative and devious opponents they’ve ever 
faced. It’s a long way from The Therovian 
Quest, but still another part of the same saga. 


Those children are now approaching middle- 
age. While the comic strip they enjoyed all 
those years ago has again resurfaced as a quaint 
reminder of a more innocent age, the show they 
watched remains as compelling as ever.
